famous gilded horses whiah have 
adorned for a century the principal 
portal of the Cathedral of St. Marks 
at Venice have been removed from 
the city to a place of safety because 
of the fear that they might be- dam- 
aged by hostile aviators or warships. 


The four horses of St. Marks, of 


bronze, five feet high, aro among- the 
finest of ancient bronzes. They prob- 
ably once adorned the triumphal arch 
of Nero and afterwards that of Tra-

Everywhere it was interpreted as a warning that the patience 


of the United States is exhausted. What steps the president is 
prepared to take if his warning goes unheeded are not disclosed 
in the statement. In high official quarters nevertheless, no 
doubt existed that he is prepared to proceed. 


The statement, which goes to Carranza, Villa, Zapata and 


Garza. the principal lender*, not a« n diplomatic note from the 
United States, but as a declartion of President Wilson's attitude 
expressed in a statement to the American people, is as follows: 


"For more than two >ears revolutionary, conditions have existed in 


Mexico. The purpose of the revolution n-?s to rid Mexico of men who 
ignored the constitution of the republic and us*d their power in con- 
tempt of the rights of its people, and with these purposes the people 
of the Vnlted States instinctively and generously sympathized. 
But 


th» leader* of the revolution, in the very hour of their succes*. have 
disagreed and turned their arms against one another. 


"All professing the same objects. the\ are. nevertheless, unable or 


unwilling to co-operate. A central authorin at Mexico City is no sooner 
.set up than it is undermined and its authority denied by those who 
were expected to support It. 


SOLUTION NO NEARER THAN BEFORE. 


"Mexico is apparently no nearer a solution of her tragical troubles 


than she was when th*> revolution was fin-t kindled. And she has been 
swept by civil war as if hy fire. Her crops are destroyed, her fields H* 
unseeded, her work cattle are confiscated for the u.-e of the armed 
factions; her people flee to the mountains to escape being drawn into 
unavailing bloodshed, and by no means seem to see or lead the way to 
peace and settled order. There is no proper protection either for her 
ottii citizens or for the citizens of other nations resident and at work 
within her territory. Mexico is starving and without a government. 


"In these circumstances the people and government o-f lh* United 
States cannot stand Indifferently by and do nothing to- serve thrtr 
neighfcors. The} want nothing for themselves in Mexico. Least ot'alt da 
-S*£i—SS?'-J*^AP, settle her affairs Jx>r her. or 'claim any right".to do so. 
But neither .do they wlsTi to se'e utter" ruin conie upon SfF1,'tfrfd'thVy 
deem it their duty as friends and neighbors to lend any aid they prop- 
erly can to any instrumentality which promises to be effective in bring- 
ing about H fatitlcment %l-,Kh will eiiibod;, tlio real oSjects T the revo- 
lution—constitutional government and the rights of the people. 


"Patriotic Mexicans'are sick at heart and cry out for peace and for 


every self-sacrifice that may be necessary to procure it. Their people 
cry out for food and will presently hate as much as they fear every 
man in their country or out of it who stands between them and their 
daily bread. 


TIME FOR AMERICA TO SPEAK. 


"It is time, therefore, that the government of the United State* 


should frankly state the policy which in these extraordinary circum- 
stances it becomes its duty to adopt. It must present!}' do what it has 
not hitherto done or felt at liberty to do—lend its active moral support 
to some man, or group of men. if such may be found, who can rally 
the suffering people of Mexico to their support in an effort to ignore, 
if they cannot unite, the warring factions of the country; return to 
the constitution of the republic, so long in abeyance, and set up a gov- 
ernment at Mexico City which the great powers of the world can recog- 
nir.f and denl with—a government with whom the program of the rex'O- 
lution will be business and not merely a platform. 


"I, therefore, publicly and very solemnly call upon the leaders of 


factions ill Mexico to act. to ^ci, Uigelhc-r. uiid to act i>:ouiptly for t::e 
relief and redemption of their prostrate country. 
I feel it to be my 


duty to"tell them that, if they cannot accommodate their differences 
and unite for thiy ~r°at pnrpo«=» within n very short time, this govern- 
ment will be constrained to decide what means should lie employed by 
th** Pnitef!

LIGHT ON MEXICO. 


The President and Mr. Bryan are beginning to grasp 


lome of the fundamental truths underlying the Mexican 
problem. 
The authenticity of the facts which were 


obvious to men experienced in Mexican and Latin- 
American affairs more than two years ago are ac- 
knowledged in President Wilson's note today. It is, in 
effect, a confession on the part of the administration 
of its inexperience and its stubborn unwillingness 
to receive information from those whose long familiarity 
with the Mexican people and their ways best fitted them 
to impart it 
Scores of intelligent Americans of high 


character and many Europeans as well strove earnestly 
to convey to Mr. Bryan and the President information 
respecting real conditions in Mexico. Americans of 
prominence, who went to Mr. Bryan to inform him in 
a partly disinterested and patriotic way, were insulted 
for their pains. The administration caused it dearly 
to be understood that it did not wish to receive from 
anybody bnt its own amateurish and incompetent agents 
facts about Mexico and Mexican leaders. The archives 
of the State Department were filled with carefully writ- 
ten reports from American diplomatic officers and con- 
suls showing jast what had occurred in Mexico and 
how Americans and other foreign residents were being 
threatened, oppressed and maltreated. Mr. Taft, a short 
time before retiring from office, sent a graciously writ- 
ten letter to President-elect Wilson, offering to talk- over 
Mexican affairs with him and to acquaint him with 
such pertinent information as he had in his possession. 
Mr. Wilson declined to discuss Mexico with his pre- 
decessor. Mr. Taft, like iny President, had received a 
great deal of confidential information which was not 
of record and which he wished Mr. Wilson to have. 
Brushing aside our diplomatic and consular officers and 
all persons in the Department of State with experience 
and spurning the counsels of that eminent international 
lawyer and trained diplomat, John Bassett Moore, Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan chose to send into Mex- 
ico a discredited and disgraced clergyman. Upon the re- 
ports of this man, who could not speak Spanish and who 
had no experience with Mexicans and Latin-Americans, 
the President and Mr. Bryan pinned their faith. Of 
course, they were misled and misinformed. They got no 
just appraisement of men and things. Their views con- 
cerning Mexico were projected upon a purely imprac- 
ticable and sentimental plane. 


In the meanwhile Villa and Carranza were enconraged. 


Men were employed to write glowing and laudatory 
accounts of Villa. He was freely furnished with arms 
and ammunition. Guns and cartridges were sent in snch 
large quantities into Mexico that our army officials pro- 
tested on the score that we were supplying the Mexicans 
with munitions of war which would be used against 
us- for the destruction of American lives in the not 
improbable event of our having to invade Mexico. Fol- 
lowing the inflow of arms there -was a general and long- 
continued reign of violence in Mexico. 
Hundreds of 


millions of dollars' worth of property belonging to for- 
eigners was wantonly and wholly destroyed. Upward 
of a hundred American lives were taken. Many Euro- 
peans were assassinated by the soldiers of the Con- 
•stitutionalists. After having preyed upon the foreigners 
the Mexican bandit chieftains then preyed upon their 
own countrymen and brought ruin upon the whole realm, 
Villa and Carranza turned out to be the wholly un- 
satisfactory and unworthy characters which every well- 
informed person knew them to be. For a year and a 
half Mexico has been in a virtual state of anarchy and 
conditions have been growing from bad to worse, Mr. 
Wilson is proposing today to do just what he could 
easily and properly have done eighteen months or two 
years ago. Had he acted in a forceful and business- 
like, way then some hundreds of

JAPAN'S RECORD-MAKING COURT DECISION. 


While the Japanese nation has been recording diplo- 


matic, military and trade triumphs, a notable sociological 
advancement has been made without attracting much 
attention. It is a woman's victory. As far back as 
the records ran a Japanese wife whose marriage was 
not officially recorded with the proper provincial govern- 
ment authorities might be divorced by her husband at 
will and merely by proclamation. Recently a Japanese 
woman of good family was deserted by her husband be- 
cause of some trouble he had in making settlement with 
the go-between who arranged the union. The marriage 
had been solemnized after the traditional custom, with 
the families of both bride and groom present. The bride 
brought suit for $5000 for breach of promise. The reply 
alleged that inasmuch as no record of the marriage had 
been made no ground for damages existed. The court of 
last resort, in handing down its decision, established the 
precedent that "recording" was not essential to legalize 
a marriage otherwise carried out in proper form and 
•with valid Intentions. 


The condition of the Japanese women, in reference to 


marriage rights, has heretofore been lamentable. If the 
'recording" had been omitted a husband might desert his 
wife at his pleasure, leaving her in an unenviable social 
and perhaps financial position. 


The court decision, handed down by a judge who must 


have had some idea of western marriage laws, works a 
momentous change, a great reform. It frees Japanese 
womanhood of a disability that may have worked for 
viciousness and immorality. It makes for the women 
of Japan a greater advance than they have yet enjoyed in 
the modern era of their country. 


LA! report on state laws governing the taxation of'cor- 


porations was submitted to President Wilson yesterday 
by the bureau of corporations. If this report and the 
suggestion which it contains can find expression in suit- 


able legislation it will be important and far-reaching in 
its effects. It proves the truth of what the important 
business men of this country have been vigorously stat- 
ing for years; namely, that corporations have been need- 
lessly and seriously restricted 
and that 
business is 


gravely hampered by reason of a lack of uniformity in 
state laws applying to incorporated companies, and it 
also dwells upon the. fact that a great deal of money 


has been lost by corporations through unintentional and 
technical violations of state laws. The report presents 
a draft for a uniform corporation Jaw and recommends 


its enactment by the various states of the union. 'The 


recommendation is a sound one and it is earnestly to be 


hoped that Congress will drop its pursuit and persecu- 
tion of big business long enough to give to it decent con- 
sideration. 


KINDLY MR. HERRICK. 


According to newspaper reports, the Honorable Myron 


T. Herrick, recently ambassador to France, has stated 
in a public address that the people of the United States 
ought not to exult over the opportunities which the Eu- 
ropean conflict gives them to seize the markets of 
South America and the Orient, which have been here- 
tofore dominated by the Germans, English and French. 
The dispatches suggest that Mr. Herrick feels that if we 
seek these markets, which have been the virtual posses- 
sion of the European belligerents, we ought to do so in 
a chaste and reverent spirit with no boasting or noise,

SAX FRAXCISCO. June 2.—Doctrinal 


discussions and the appointment of com- 
mittees to investigate phases of the an- 
nual report 
of President H. D. Stub, 


which was read Monday, held the atten- 
tion of the $00 delegates to the Synod 
of the Norwegian Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of America yesterday at the Civic 
Auditorium. 


The doctrinal 
discussions 
centered 


around th* general theme, "The Mission 
of the Lutheran Church and How It May 
Best Be Attained." 
It was maintained 


by various speakers that the Lutheran 
church stands for general Chrlatian con- 
fession and the apostolic Nicene Athan- 
anlan 
creeds. 
More specificany, the 


church was said to stand for the formal 
principle that the Bible is the work of 
God, 
and therefore the only rule of faith, 


doctrine and life. 


The material principle based on the 


doctrine of the justification of the sinner 
by grace alone, without any merit or 
worthiness in man, was also touched upon 
by various speakers. The sacraments, 
the church and the relation of church 
and state each received attention. 


URGES FAITH. 


The speakers pointed out that the way 


to attain the mission of the church was 
to remain faithful to the doctrines and 
practices of the iutheran church, to 
make it clear that the church is not a 
sect, bat a continuation of the old apos- 
tolic church of Cod; that U is not a dead 
church, but a virile, active and 2iviC£ 
church.
